Boston, Jon. 1-1.— The British steamer 
Meleceii arrived here to-day from Hurry, 
Scotland, nfter it most tempestuous trip, 
during which she narrowly escaped foun- 
dering in mid-ocean, owing to n leak 
in one of her ballast tanks. As it was, 
the steamer came into port with nil her 
pumps working mid three inches of water 
in her hold. The ship leaked about six 
inches an hour and will be docked here 
for repairs. 

The Meleecx left Hurry on December 
12.". and three days Inter it, was found 
that she was making water in No. 1 
hold through the ballast tank. Her 
bilge pump was started and for a time it 
kept the water down, but the increasing 
westerly gules, with fearful seas, prob- 
ably opened the plates, for the leak in- 
creased until January 11, when there 
was six' feet of witter over the tank. Mat- 
ters now wore decidedly alarming, nnd 
it became a question whether the pumps, 
the ballast und hand pumps having been 
brought into action, could free the ves- 
sel or at least keep the water from gain- 
ing. 

The situation became slill more throat- 
ening when at midnight on the 11th a 
terrific sea boarded the steamer and 
stove in the fore main hold doors, dis- 
abling the air pumps and hand pumps. 
The steamer stopped, falling off into the 
trough of the sea und rolling fearfully 
until she unshipped four heavy stanch- 
ions, which broke boards in the ceilings. 
Had tho bulkhead between No. 1 nnd 
2 holds gone down the ship must have 
sunk. A few repairs were, however, 
effected und although leaking over eight 
inches an hour the pumps then begun 
to gain -on the water und the Meleeez 
reached port in safety. 

The steamer on the 10th met the se- 
vere cold wave which passed over the 
country on the 11th and 12th and great 
masses' of ice formed on the rigging. 
Frequently the rocking of the ship would 
break off huge chunks of ice and many 
of tho crew had narrow escapes from 
being struck, which no doubt would have 
severely injured if not killed them. 
There were six inches of iee on tho main 
deck when she arrived, while the rigging 
was heavily loaded. 

WHY MONEY IS TIGHT. 

German Explanation Is an Extraordin- 
ary Expansion of Industries. 

Berlin, Jan. 14. — Considerable indigna- 
tion is 'evinced at the unfavorable re- 
ports emanating from London concern- 
ing the economical and financial condi- 
tions of Germany, especially the state- 
ment that the leading English banks 
recently declined to accept Prussian bills 
for a large amount. This statement is 
declared to be utterly untrue nnd enl- 
eulated to unfavorably impress the Ger- 
man houses with respect to the impend- 
ing loans. The National Zeitung points 
out that the present financial tightness 
is solely due to the extraordinary expan- 
sion of German industries, which has 
absorbed large quantities of capital, add- 
ing: " Tliis led to a rise in the rate of 
discount and a slight decline in Prus- 
sian nnd Imperial loans." 



ESTERHAZY .HEAItD FROM. 

He Tells of Dishonorable Work Done nt 
Bidding of His Chiefs. 

Paris, Jan. 14.— Major Esterhazy has 
sent to M. Maju, president of the court 
of cassation, a synopsis of the evidence 
which he says he would have given be- 
fore theOrevision inquiry if a safe con- 
duct had been granted him. He admits 
his relations during 1894-95, at the re- 
quest of Col. Sansterre, chief of the in- 
formation bureau, with a foreign agency.

The Mounted Police last year cost 
$805,415, the highest amount in ten 
years.

THE SENATE'S DEADLY SIN. 

Chief Liberal Organ Demands Abolition 
as Penalty for Blocking Govern- 
ment Deuls. 

Toronto, .Tun. 34— (Special)— The Globe 
in an nrticle on "Public Opinion of the 
Semite," comments on Goldwin Smith's 
statement that while the senate in its 
present form cannot be defended, and 
that lie is opposed to a single elective 
chamber, says it seems to be virtually 
giving up tin; ease for a second cham- 
ber. Mr. Smith says the British par- 
liament would probably consent to give 
the Commons the power of passing a 
measure by two-thirds or three-fifths ma- 
jority over a senate veto. The Globe 
adds' that all Mr. Smith's amendment 
would do would be to lessen the senate's 
power of obstruction, but it would leave 
the main question still to be settled. 
"We see no way of settling it satis- 
factorily except by abolition." 

Mil. TAHTE'S NEW AMBITION. 

To Have Canada Treat with Washing- 
ton Without Intervention of 
Imperinl Government. 

Montreal* Jan. 14.— (Special)— The Pat- 
rie, Mr. Turte's organ, is publishing on 
its editorial page a series of letters from 
Washington, which are inspired if not 
written, by Mr. Tnrte himself, who is 
now in Washington. Referring to the 
reception given by President McKinley, 
which was attended by representatives 
of all the powers, Mr. Tnrte suys: Xlie 
day is not far distant. 1 hope.. When 
Canada will have its representatives at 
Washington. It is of the utmost im- 
portance that we should be represented 
here by some one who would reside per- 
manently in the capital of the great re- 
public, with which we have so many 
commercial and dip lomatic re lations.

.Montreal, Jan. 14.— (Special)— Joseph 
L'Heure, of Upton, near St. Hyacinth'e, 
was arrested at midnight by Detective 
Hayncs, of the Canadian secret service, 
on the charge of having attempted to 
murder his stepson, Joseph Evangellste 
Larocquc, by setting fire to the boy's 
bed. While he is held on this charge, 
there are at least five others which will 
in all probability be laid against him, 
two of them being murder. 

It is charged that he poisoned or was 
in some other manner responsible for 
the death of his first wife, who died in 
Maine about 12 years ago under very 
suspicious circumstances; that in De- 
cember, 1804, he poisoned or was in 
some other manner responsible for the 
death of his second wife at Upton vil- 
lage, in the district of St. Hyaeinthe; 
that in 1894 he burned his house and mill 
to the ground, with the object of collect- 
ing insurance money; that in March, 
18L1S, he set lire to both of his stepsons, 
who awoke before the flames did much 
damage; that in October of the same 
year lie set lire to his dwelling ou the 
lower floors, and placed a rug saturated 
with turpentine under his stepson's bed. 

In 1804 his second wife died under the 
following circumstances: Ou the 5th of 
December be insisted that she was ill, 
and made her see a doctor. The doctor 
said there was nothing wrong, except 
that she hud u weak heart. Neverthe- 
less, six days after his examination! 
L'Heure ran into his office, shouting 
that he was wanted at once, us his wife 
was in grout pain. When tho doctor 
reached the house lie found the woman, 
in agony, vomiting und in. convulsions, 
nnil it bus since been admitted that there 
wits evidence of poison. The doctor or- 
dered the lust sacrament to be given her 
at once, and in a few minutes she died. 
As the doctor laid no reason for suspi- 
cion, the customary certificate was 
given. 

Suspicions have been aroused by . 
L'Heure's more recent alleged crime, and 
Detective lluynes and his partner, Mc- 
Caskill, have been for some time stead- 
ily working on the ease, until now they 
have satisfactory proof of his guilt. 



AN EMPLOYERS' UNION. 

British Combination to Fight Workmen 
with Their Own Weapons. 

London, .Tan. 14. — The power of trades 
union iB gone so far as Great Britain is 
concerned. The British employers an? 
forming a gigantic .combination to fight 
the workmen with their own weapons. 
The engineering federation, which prov- 
ed so powerful in the recent strike, has 
invited employers in all trades to' "crush 
the tyrants" of tho trades unions. One 
object of the combination is to secure 
legislation favorable to the employers. 



VANCOUVER AFFAIRS. 

Storm Severe on the Eraser— Houses it* 
Vancouver Blown Down — Auger 
Man Caught. 

Vancouver, Jan. 14. — The storm was 
very severe along the Eraser. An em- 
ployee of a cannery at the mouth of the 
Fraser was blown into the water and. 
was taken out for dead, but was resusci- 
tated. He has, however, not regained 
the power of speech. 

The first brick from a Coast mine, the 
Dorothy Morton, is en route to Vancou- 
ver. It is valued at :?3,OO0. 

A Chinaman was caught this morning 
using an auger on the back door of Ur- 
quhnrt's grocery store. He is said to 
be a partner of tho man arrested a few 
days ago. 

A house at Mount Pleasant was blown 
down Inst night. Two colored men were 
injured, one having to be taken to the- 
hospital. Contractor Mowat, who was 
hurt yesterday afternoon when Mrs.

(British Bark Amleluna at Tacoma 
Goes to Bottom Without 
Warning.

Tacoma, Jafli 14.— The British bark 
Andeliiua, S'-VXi tuns. Cant. <!. \V. Stall- 
ing, from Shanghai, sank iu '~- fathoms 
o£ water in front of Si.

The vessel was capsized ;il ultout 
o'clock, and the captain ','ind crow, wjio 
were on board, are l.elieved to htlVts been 
drowned. 

At noon it is positively known thai 18 
lives were lost— (lie captain, mate and 
Jii sailors. 

The vessel came in a day or two ttgp 
in ballast, from Shanghai, via fort Au- 
.gcles. The ship was lying at anchor 
waiting to be towed to her loading 
berth- Yesterday .11 of the crew, who 
wore discharged, came ashore and are 
now at the sailors' hoarding house in 
Old Town. 

Last-night a terrific gale raged on the 
Any, the wind blowing something like 30 
.miles an hour. Two great boom logs 
were placed by the Andcluuu, one on 
• each stile. During the gale one of the 
ballast loss went adrift, causing the 
ship to careen and capsize, with very 
little' warning. 

Marly ibis morning the captain of the 
stug Fairfield discovered a lifo-boat of 
the Andelana on the shore. Investiga- 
tion disclosed thai, the bark had been 
lost. Whether any of the crew are now 
adrift on rafts or in boats is not known. 
Tugs have gone out and are searching 
the bay. The Audelnna was to have 
. taken i cargo of wheat for Quecustown. 

Oapt. Stalling lived in Annapolis, N. 
S., and leaves a wife and three children 
there. He was well known on this 
-coast. , , , 

Later— It is certain that nil on board 
were drowned. They were caught like 
rats while asleep and had no chance to 
escape, The vessel was entirely with- 
out ballast, and her hatches won- open. 
On this account when she careened. 
. after the log got away, she commenced 
to lill with water immediately. The ac- 
cident happened between ."> and 4 o'clock- 
There is no means of knowing (lie exact 
time.

Two theories regarding the accident

water- The strain on the chain was 
loo treat, a defective link parted, and 
swept over by the gale the ship went on 
her beam ends, quickly turning further 
until she filled and sunk. This theory 
is strengthened by the fact: that Oapt. 
Stalling had discharged all his ballast. 
The 'other theory is that the ship took 
a sheer, and leading ahead tripped her 
forefoot on the anchor chain and was 
thus capsized.

Ac 17 he 
taught a winter school- Entering Watcr- 
villo college, now Colby university, iu 
1851, be remained there for a year and 
a half and then became a student at 
Dartmouth college, from which institute 
he was graduated in 1855 with high 
rank as a scholar, debater and writer. 
After leaving college -Mr. Dingley studied 
law. but instead of entering upon the 
practice of law In- decided to become a 
journalist, and in September. 1850, h^ 
purchased the Lewiston Journal. 

In 18G1 at the age of 2!) he was elected 
representative from Auburn to (In- 
state legislature, in which body he at 
once took high rank, was re-elected in 
1802, and chosen speaker of (lie house 
at the session of 18(53. In 1873 Mr. 
Dingley was nominated as the Republi- 
can candidate tor governor of Maine, 
and was elected by about 10,000 major- 
ity. In 1874 he was re-elected by over 
11,000 majority, declining a third nomi- 
nation iu lS7o. In 1.SS1 Mr. Dingley 
was elected to congress to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of Hon. 
William I'. Frye. 

In forming his cabinet, prior to enter- 
ing upon (lie duties of chief executive. 
March -I, 1897, President McKinloy ten- 
dered the position of secretary of the 
treasury to Mr. Dingley, but lie declined 
the offer 1 , preferring to remain in his 
position as chairman of the ways and 
means committee and lloor leader of the 
Republican party, the majority of the 
house. 

Under his lead the house, within Hi 
days after the fifty-fifth congress was 
convened in extraordinary session, on 
the 15th ol .March. 1897, by President 
Mr.'Kinley, passed a hill revising the 
tariff.

CZAR'S PEACE SCHEME. 

Circular to the Powers Covering Pro- 
gramme for Proposed Conference. 

London, Jan. 14.— The Vienna corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: "A cir- 
cular was issued on Thursday to the 
powers from St. Petersburg, stating 
that the Czar's magnanimous idoa having 
met with general approval, the time bad

From the heart 
of Africa he travelled over Stanley's 
roiile down the Congo to the west const.' 

I lie journey was in one respect more 
remarkable than .Stanley's, Inasmuch as 
Mr. Lloyd travelled quite alone so far 
as Europeans were concerned, ami was 
only accompanied by two native servants 
ami a small number of carriers. More- 
over, although he marched three weeks 
in the pigmy forest,, and then traversed 
(he whole length or the Aruwimi river, 
the banks or which are peopled with war- 
like cannibals, he never once fired a shot 
in self-defence, Mr. Lloyd has already 
received a number of lecture offers, and 
if is probable that he will lecture in the 
United States. Bis journey west: along 
the almost untrodden path from Uganda 
was most hazardous. 

On entering the great primeval forest 
Air. Lloyd went west for live days with- 
out the sight of ii pigmy. Suddenly he 
became aware of their presence by mys- 
terious movements among the trees, 
which he first attributed to the mon- 
keys. Finally he enme to a clearing 
ami stopped al an Arab village, at which 
lie met a great number of pigmies. "They 
told me." said Mr. Lloyd, "that they had 
been watching hie for live days, peering 
through the growth of the forest, They 
appeared very much frightened, and even 
when speaking covered their faces. 

"I asked a chief to allow me to pho- 
tograph the dwarfs -unil be brought a 
dozen together. I was able to secure 
it snap shot, but did not succeed in the 
lime exposure, as the pigmies would not 
stand still. I found Hicin not over four 
fed in height, and all were fully de-

PLACER MINING KILL. 



There is something approaching a panic 
in .Scuttle over the bill to exclude aliens 
from British Columbia placers. Every 
state in the Union, it is said, is to ask 
the Dominion government to prevent the 
legislation from being enacted. There is 
some local feeling on the subject and we 
print some interviews exhibiting it this 
morning. While the Colonist is largely 
responsible for forcing this matter to the 
front, and while it adheres to its view 
that, reserving the rights of every per- 
son who has acquired any under the law 
as it now stands, the ownership of 
placer mines should be confined to Brit 
ish subjects or companies authorized to 
do business in British Columbia, we shall 
continue in future, as hitherto, to per- 
mit the fullest discussion of the subject 
in our columns. It will be remembered 
that the Colonist, invited the views of its 
contemporaries on the question and print 
cd them in full, the majority of tiie ex- 
pressions of opinion being against the 
exclusion of aliens. 

There will doubtless be a strong de- 
mand made for the disallowance of the 
bill. If the people of the United States 
think that the right hereafter to exploit 
our provincial gold fields is of such great 
importance as they now claim, perhaps 
they will toll us what they are willing to 
give for it. The people of British Co 
lumbia are disposed to be fair. The} 
have been treated brutally by their neigh- 
bors; but they are not unreasonable nor 
revengeful. 

We find in the Post-Intelligencer a lot 
of rubbish about what United Stutes 
citizens have done for the gold fields of 
Canada. No one denies that they con- 
tributed much to the development of 
Kootenay, and they have as a rule made 
very well out of it. No one wants to 
stop them now from coming in and de 
veloping quartz mines, The Colonist 
never asked that they should be prevent- 
ed from developing what are known Ul 
hydraulic propositions. But the non 
sense talked about all the mines of Curi 
boo, Cassinr, Omineca, Peace river and 
everywhere else having been developed 
by Americans simply makes old British 
Columbia minors laugh. Mr. J. C. Call- 
breuth favors the Seattle paper with an 
interview. We venture to say that Mr. 
Cnllbrcatb has been misreported, for wc 
do not believe he over talked such non- 
sense as is attributed to him. He 
represented as undertaking to express 
the sentiments of Canadians towards the 
people of the United States, and us say- 
ing that Canadians hate Americans, 
and that he has lived forty years in this 
country and knows. The greater part 
of these forty years Mr. Callbroath spent 
up the Stikine and the remainder in 
Cariboo, in both of which places the 
opportunity to become acquainted with 
Canadian sentiment was certainly limit-

We do not believe there was the slight- 
est legal necessity for the resignation of 
cither Mr. Elall, Mr. Tisdall, or Mr. Me- 
Phillips, It' there was, then it is ilitli- 
eult to say who can sit and vote in the 
legislature without incurring a penalty. 
Suppose that a member of the legislature 
owns a hotel and a member of the pro 
viiicial civil service stops at it wbih 
travelling on public business, Sue! 
member forthwith becomes disqunlified 
Suppose it provincial constable in pur- 
suit of a prisoner should arrive at a 
member's ranch and find his horse jaded, 
He would ask the member to let him 
have another, while under ordinary cir- 
circumstanccs he would doubtless do so, 
he would not dare to do so now, un- 
less he was prepared to give the services 
of the horse, or the horse itself, in case 
it should be killed, to the government. 
Suppose it so happens that some one in 
the employ of the government should 

absolutely require something for the 
public service, which could only be ob- 
tained where he was from a store or n 
ranch owned in whole or in part by a 
member of the legislature, as has often 
happened, lie will have to do without it. 
because if he buys it: from the store or 
ranch, the member will be subject to a 
penally. Let us suppose that some time 
iu the summer of 1808 some member of 
the civil service bought, in connection 
with liis public duties, n quarter ot a 
dollar's worth of something from some 
member elected nt the general election 
of that year, without the knowledge o 
the member. Under the nonsensical doc 
trine now prevailing ill this province 
that member is liable to a penalty of 
over a quarter of a million dollars for 
having sat. and voted in lite house dur- 
ing four sessions. All that is necessary 
is for some busybody to search the mat 
ter up, and he will doubtless find not 
only one, but many cases where mem 
hers of the late house rendered them- 
selves liable to penalties in this or some 
other way equally ridiculous. 

We contend, as we have all along eon 
tended, that the law of this province is 
not so nonsensical. It is utter nonsense 
to claim that Mr. Tisdall violated the 
act to secure the independence of the 
legislature. It is utter nonsense to 
that Mr. Hall did. It is utter nonsense to 
say that Mr. McPhillips did. The Colo 
nist stands for the enforcement of the 
law. but it is opposed to such a con 
striictioii being placed upon it as will 
reduce it to nn absurdity. Therefori 
we have urged, and will continue t< 
urge, that an act should be passed defin 
ing the meaning of the section. Tin 
provision which we should like to sei 
adopted would be somewhat as follows 

That the words "contract oc agree- 
ment " shall not bo construed to apply 
to any purchase of goods or merchandise 
ill the ordinary way of business made 
by any person in the employ of the gov- 
ernment, or to be paid for out of th< 
public treasury, unless in pursuance of 
some previous understanding with the 
government or some member thereof, 
provided the amount of such sales did 
not exceed one hundred dollars." 

This would not apply to the case of 
Mr. McPhillips, but we are unable to 
suggest anything that would meet his 
case, which was wholly what might b( 
called n sentimental one. Wo may add 
that it is quite customary in other parts 
of Canada for the partners of |jiciubcrM 
of the legislatures to be given legal busi 
ness by the government, and it wiu 
never held to ho n violation of the inde- 
pendence of parliament, nl though a per 
fectly proper subject for political anim- 
adversion. 



side in Southwestern Asia two races, 
one descended from Isaac and the other 
from Iskinnel. The Hebrew race claims 
Isaac as its ancestor; the Arab race 
claims Ishuinel; Both regard Abraham 
as their father. These two great 
branches of one family have practically 
given the Occidental world its character. 
Til king mankind as a whole in connec- 
tion with the history of the race during 
the last four thousand years, it. may be 
divided Into three great sections: The 
Occidental section, embracing the people 
of Western Asia, Northern Africa and 
Europe! the Oriental section, embrac- 
ing the people of India and China; and 
a third section including the aboriginal 
races of America, Central and South 
Africa, and Australasia. What we 
mean when wc speak of history is tin 
record of the Occidental section. 

The two great contending forces in 1 1 it 
Occidental section during the last four- 
teen centuries have been Christianity 
and Mohammedanism. The former owes 
its origin to the descendants of Isaac; 
the latter to the descendants of Ishniael. 
The imperfect glimpses afforded of the 
progress of human thought, which in- 
fluences the destiny of mankind more 
than the operations of great soldiers, 
indicate that for centuries before Christ 
the smile antagonism existed. But be 
this us it mny, there is no doubt that 
the cniilliel has been acute for the 
greater part of the Christian Era. Its 
influence upon the Occidental world has 
boon profound. Let us take a single 
instance, that of the Crusades. These 
were prompted by a desire to wrest the 
h ( ,|y places of Christianity from the 
Moslems. They failed in their object; 
but I hey broke the power of the great 
feudal barons in Europe, and made 
Unman slavery no longer possible there 
Iu Croat Britain they facilitated the res- 
toration to the people of the right of 
self-government, which was in jeopardy 
owing to the introduction of the feudal 
system from Normandy. They also in- 
spired the people of Western Europe 
with u desire to know more of the Orient, 
ot: whose marvellous wealth they heard 
so much from the returning Crusaders, 
who had learned about it around their 
camp fires In the Holy Land. This led 
to the inauguration, after Europe had 
recovered from the exhaustion of the 
expeditions and the domestic turmoil in- 
duced by them, of voyages in search of 
a new route to India, and ultimately to 
the discovery and colonization of Amer- 
ica. 

Time and space would fail to tell of 
the varied incidents of this antagonism, 
and their influence upon political and 
social conditions, the development Of 
literary thought, the progress of inven 
tion and discovery. The two branebei 
of the family of Abraham have met a 
a hundred different points and in l 
hundred different ways. The very hit 
est phase of it is the campaign which 
terminated in the capture of Omdur 
man. and this has inaugurated a new 
phase, in the shape of an effort to intro- 
duce European ideas into the very heart 
of the most intense Mohammedanism. 
We need not assent to the theory which 
chums the Anglo-Saxon family to be 
descended from Isaac, for whether the 
Hiilish race is the heir in blood or not, 
it is unquestionably the heir in its re 
ligious conceptions of the younger son 
of Abraham. 

Thus the great romance of history 
Leing worked out. Like many other r

Seldom' has a vessel passed through 
such weather as that encountered by the 
steamer Amur, which reached port yes- 
terday from Skagway, without receiving 
more or less damage. The Amur, how- 
ever, came through unscathed, and 
though occupying upwards of a week iu 
the downward trip, the passengers are 
unstinted in their praise of the manner 
in which the navigating officers handled 
the ship, and the courtesies extended to 
them by all the officers and crew. 

It was a week ago Friday that the 
steamer left Skagway on her return 
voyage, having hail a pleasant trip up. 
No sooner bad she gut out into Lynn 
Canal than a gale was encountered, and 
from then until lief arrival at Victoria 

she was ( tinually harassed by head 

winds and terrible storms. It was en- 
tirely on! of tlie question to travel at 
night, and even during the day it was 
found necessary at times to seek shelter. 
Friday night was the only night on 
which any attempt was made to make 
headway, and even then very little pro- 
gress wns made. The steamer was off 
Nanaimo at 10 o'clock Friday night, and 
although the engine room signal showed 
lull steam ahead the whole time, it took 
just 12 hours to make the trip from 
there to Victoria. For four hours the 
vessel did not make any headway 
fearful gale blowing. All were glad to 
reach port, although as comfortable 
possible on the steamer, she proving to 
be a splendid sea boat, weathering the 
worst storms that the north coast has 
experienced for years. 

The tug Pilot was passed in Seymour 
narrows, bound north with a coal ship 
for Douglas island, and the Danube wa 
passed iu Wrangel narrows, also goin 
north 

On the trip south one of the oilers on 
the Amur got his hand caught, in the 
crank-shaft, and several of his fingers 
were smashed. He was taken to the 
Marine hospital yesterday. 

The passengers on the Amur were E 
O Svlvcster, the Alaskan trader, who, 
with G. W. Craves, also of Skagway, 
left last evening for San Francisco 
Major Croper, G. Evans and F. 
Blnnchord, who took a consignment of 
furs to Dawson mid returned with 
$12.00(1; T. Martin and II. S. Martin, 
Australians who have sold out their in- 
terests in the Klondike; J. D. David- 
son, J. F. Johnston. E. T. Hopkins, J 
W. Fulton and G. Harris, all recent ar- 
rivals from Dawson. 

Skagway had another fire shortly af 
ter the one that destroyed the theatre 
building. It was in the post office, and 
was extinguished before any damage 
was done. 

Up to the lime the Amur left the 
weather at Skagway had been very 
mild, and heavy clothing had to be dis- 
carded. AVork was progressing satisfac- 
torily on the railway, and the merchants 
were preparing for a big rush to Atlin, 
so that things were rather lively in the 
northern metropolis. 

Major Bliss and party, from Fort Sel- 
kirk, were not ready to come south on 
the Amur, as expected, but will prob- 
ably he down on the Danube

ALIENS AND THE PLACERS. 

.Some Local Feeling Against the Measure 
Now Passing the Legislature. 

Agitation has already commenced, both 
here and in Vancouver, against the 
passage of the Placer Mining bill now 
before tij.e legislature, the principle of 
which Is to ^clude nil aliens from the 
placer mining grounds ff£ fhe province. 
This measure has now" received its 
second rending nip) gone through the 
house committee; it has not yet re- 
ceived its third reading, however, nor 
been assented to by the Queen's repre- 
sentative. 

To prevent the completion of this leg- 
islation, two strongly worded protests 
have been forwarded to Ottawa, sug- 
gesting that tin? federal government re- 
quest the disallowance of the hill — or 
rather that the Lieutenant-Governor re- 
fuse his assent — on the ground that it 
will distinctly conflict with tin? Imperial 
policy looking toward the cultivation of 
more friendly relations with the United 
Stales. 

Locally there is considerable dissatis- 
faction wiL' 1 flW measure, on the ground 
that it will diminish trade, Americans 
being found to constitute a large major- 
ity of the Olivers. Besides this loss of | 
business to the province, it Is argued 
that the act will operate most Injtm'ni

Yesterday was a holiday for the pi' 
vincial parliamentarians, but dame ru- 
mor was nevertheless kept, very busy 
with their affairs.

The President 
of the Council denied any knowledge of 
circumstances so much as casting a 
doubt upon his qualification, and there 
was therefore no suggestion of his re- 
signing. 

Nor did Hon. Mr. Semlin know any 
reason why 'a certain report should have 
got abroad to the effect that he had ren- 
dered himself disqualified by sidling hay 
to the road gang at his home in Yale. 
He had not been home since August, he 
said; he had no hay to sell in less than 
ton lots; and nothing was further from 
his thoughts than resigning his sent. 

As to the writ in Victoria City to fill 
the seat vacated by Mr. Richard Hall's 
resignation, it had not been issued in 
consequence of Mr. Mcl'hillips' action, 
which made it desirable that the two 
bye-elections should be brought on to- 
gether. There was also possibility that 
some one else might come forward with 
a resignation; the leader of the opposi- 
tion, Mr. Turner, was mentioned as con- 
templating such a step, in consequence 
of his linn having sold certain blankets 
for the relief of the Westminster lire 
sufferers, and it would be well to have 
all the vacant scats" filled at the same 
time, and with minimized cost and 
trouble to the country.

Sir:— I read with interest the article 
of "J/'idus Achates" in to-uay's Colonist 
headed as above, but the ideas expressed 
there are, in my opinion, not practicable;

year; better than your .Klondike, better 
than Atlin, better than Kootenoy for 
which three so much shouting has been 
done, with what result? How much of 
the Kootenny business has Victoria to- 
day all told, and as regards the Klondike 
and Atlin, after this year the large trad- 
ing companies who have established and 
will establish more stores on the spot, 
they will do the business. Those going i 
will no longer require to outfit in Victori 
as they will be able lo get all they n 
quire there. So much for the futui 
Kootenny, Klondike and Atlin trade, 
will now come lo that something else w 
have right here at home on this Island 
that will bring in a lasting trade and is 
right, at our doors. I refer, as I have 
often done before (Consistency, thou art 
a jewel) to the many splendid mineral 
prospects we have. Apply that same 
money in developing these, take hold oi 
a. few and push development and crowd 
the work— the motto to be dividend at the 
earliest date possible. The Ymir mine 
at. Ymir is an example of what can be 
done in a short time (eighteen months) 
by rushing the work, but long before that 
stage was reached the reports from the 
claims as work progressed would cause 
many others to start up; and if one-tenth 
of the printers' ink is used to advertise 
what we have, as has been used to get 
a portion of a transient trade, then Vw 
toria and the Island generally woult 
assuredly have good cause to rejoice that 
tl'iis step hail been taken and the improv- 
ed business resultant therefrom would 
soon be in evidence.

Till-: COUNCIL AND THE PROPOSED 
HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sir: During the election campaign many 
of the candidates, whilst supporting the 
proposed harbor Improvements, qualified 
their opinions with the proviso '-If they 
can bo carried out without undue burden 
on the city." They said this, no doubt, 
because they did not grasp the financial 
proposition. To make this clear, take a 
test case of an ordinary partly Improved 
town property, yielding a gross revenue of 
$10,000 per annum. This property would 
lie liable to outgoings In the shape of 
municipal taxes, collections, Insurance, re- 
pairs, etc., which would have ro be assum- 
ed by the purchaser and would reduce the 
net value of the property to $8,000. A 
party residing In England Is prepared to 
advance the necessary funds for the pur- 
chase of the property at the low rate of 
"'A per cent., on condition thnt the pay-' 
ment of the Interest and the repayment of 
the loan In CO years, are guaranteed to 
his satisfaction. The ordinary market 
value of such a property would be about 



¥1110,000 and the proposed purchaser can 
have 'he use Of this money lor $i,-AUS per 
annum. The guarantor is asked to make 
himself liable lor this $4,-10 with a secure 
revenue ot $8,000 per nnuuni to fall back 
upon. Would the guarantor run any risk 
against which he could not easily protect 
himself? 

The harbor proposition goes one step 
further: The borrower undertakes to ex- 
pend the wholo surplus revenue In im- 
provements upon the property by which its 
original value Is increased and the security 
to the guarantor augmented. 

Reverting to the Imaginary case once 
more lt will be seen that the surplus of 
revenue over annual liability would be 
S';;,7ht. Now, as the money Is borrowed 
with the object of further improving the 
property, would not any man of commercial 
enterprise obtain as large a sum for the 
purpose of investment under this favorable 
rate of Interest, as the existing Income 
would warrant the guarantor in indorsing? 
$230,000 at 8'/i per cent, would be $7.-100 
per annum, although the whole or the 
interest upon the larger amount would be 
covered by the existing revenue receivable 
from the property purchased being $100,000 
available to be expended in continuing or 
completing the Improvements already exist- 
ing on the property. Assuming this fur- 
ther outlay to yield only the same rate of 
interest as the' original Investment ami to 
be liable to the same outgoings, we should 
have a further net sum of $4,800 per an- 
num over and above all liabilities. Would 
not the lender and the guarantor be 
thoroughly secured? And would not the 
borrower be acting with commendable sa- 
gacity under this combination of circum- 
stances? 

Now the harbor proposition, not being 
a private money making concern, hut a pub 
lie enterprise', goes beyond all this; not 
only does it bring business and profit to 
the ratepayers as guarantors by circulat- 
ing Its money amongst them, but it bon- 
uses them by tin' execution of works pro- 
vided they tire liable' to the estimated ex- 
tent of the $500,000; building the pennan 
cut WO}" across James Bay. the bridge at 
the foot of Johnson street, the Point El 
lice bridge, and. when necessary, a rail 
wav ami traffic bridge front Constance ami 
Store street across Rock Bay. Tin- annual 
surplus revenue being reserved exclusively 
for further works of development Increases, 
not only the capital value of the under- 
taking, but the assessable value to the 
city and tends to augment its annual re- 
venue. 

One more point, the bonds would be Is- 
sued gradually as the demand arose, but 
nr. bonds would be issued tin? Interest on 
which would exceed the ascertained re- 
venue due from the harbor estate. 

The city has everything to gain by a 
vigorous effort and nothing to lose. With 
a first-class deep water harbor railways 
will line up along side the ocean carriers 
from all parts simply for the sake of the 
trade to be do'Ue. This means trade to 
the port, business to tin' city, occupation 
for nil. rapid circulation of money and gen- 
eral prosperity. THUS. SORBY.
